A despatch WOK received at tlio Wnr De- 


partment this morning from (Jonornl Nelson 
A. Miles, cnminrmding nil expedition to tlio 
Indian Territory, dated (Jump on tlio r,outh 
brink of tho J)ry Fork of tlio Waslula, Texas, 
August -i), announcing tlmt his command 
Kti.rtcd from Camp Supply on tho L'Oth find 
ninrchcd twonty-Hix miles up Wolf Creek, 
then eighteen miles to Commission Creek and 
then to the Dry fork of tlio Wiishita. 


Gen. Miles Bays ho is satisfied tho Chsy- 


onnes, Kiowas and Comant-hes have floucou- 
tratcd on tho head waters of tho North Fork 
of tho .lied River and its nflluenU, and ou 
Elm Fork, and he proposes to continue his 
movements in thfit direction. At tho timo 
the despatch was sent, tho Indians appeared 
to be burning tho prairie south of General 
Milea, and would, doubtless, leave tho coun- 
try a barren waste. He suggests tho propriety 
of establishing supply camps on a benutiful 
crook lie lias named Oasis Creek, about ton 
miles west of Antelope, on the north side of 
the Canndia, as thsro is a possibility of, tho 
campaign lasting during Autumn aad "Win- 
tor.

This puts them iu tho best condition 
for corn feeding, which should commenc 
about tho first of September, when tho now 
crop is still soft and tender.
